LONDON, March 8.—Russia today 


ordered millions of arms from Sweden, 
Germany and Czecho-Slovakia as a 
rebel movement, in which two divi- 
sions of Don Cossacks joined, gained 
ground in fighting near Kieff, accord- 
ing to reports from Copenhagen and 
Helsingfors. 


Three million rifles, 125,000 machine 


guns and forty airplanes are reported 
to have been ordered, as the red army 
prepared for a possible spring drive or 
revolution. 


LONDON, March S.—All the old 


world today seemed preparing for 
war in ^he spring. Heports'from half 
a dozen countries Indicated martial 
preparations under way—with conflict 
apparently only awaiting the breakup 
of winter.

Islands. They play for big stakes with 
a *mall eatrance fee. 


Armed with records, deeds or leases, 


dug from the musty files of recorders' 
oifices, attorneys planned to enter 
court and fight for estates valued at 
more than $10,000,000,000. 


Three organizations of -descendants 


' of early settlers in eastern cities alone _ 
claimed large tracts la the business j 
districts of New York, Philadelphia ' 
and Wilmington estimated to be -worth 
more than $2,000,000,000. 
"Each heir contributes a Email 


amount annually to the organizations 
to defray the expenses of the court 
figfaUs," Walter B. Smith, title expert 
of the Chicago Guaranty and Title 
company, explained today. 
In the majority of <ases the chance 


of winning the gabulous fortune is 
slim. 
"The best ohance rests with those 


who claim property thru the expira- 
tion of long-time leases. 
"Title to land sold directly more 


than a century ago would hardly l>e 
changed by the courts now unless the 
circumstances were peculiarly in- 
volved . 
"The title hunters' claims are often 


based on records and circumstances, 
the authenticity of which can only be 
determined by the courts." 


Smith asserted that if the higher 


courts awarded the claimants tie 
property it would be turned over to 
them immediately. 


"Of course if property in the heart 


of a city like New York or Philadel- 
phia, now occupied by office buildings, 
streets anfl stores, is turned over to 
new owners, an endless chain ot liti- 
gation would start," he said.

FRENCH NEGLECTED THEIR MEN 


Living Conditions Bad When They 


Controlled Panama Canal. 


Living conditions in the 
French 


days on the Panama canal were de- 
scribed 
by Prof. C. D. Rose, Wed- 


nesday evening, in addressing a group 
of students at Nebraska Wesleyan. He 
said in brief: 


"The French neglected their men 


paid them low wages and gave them 
no protection against the evils of cli- 
mate and insect life. 
Mosquitoes 


abounded, giving men fevers. It was 
no uncommon sight to see men lying 
under the lime pits of the hill sides 
sick with fever and totally uncared 
for. When they died their bodies were 
dragged out and lightly buried. 
The 


same pine box was used over and 
over. A man had to shake his clothes 
free from lizards before putting them 
on. Living creatures ran over a man's 
bed every night. 


"The French did not care for their 


men. No check up on work corrected; 
overcharges for underwork. Men of 
many nations worked together In 
gangs. Some of the engineers who 
went from the United States died in 
a few days after landing. The Ameri- 
cans protected their men. 


"The canal is Immense in Its dam; 


and perfect workings. It'ls a marvel 
of construction. It was built 
with 


much speed. The lock canal can be 
more easily 
enlarged than the sea 


level canal. The present canal is nol 
large enough for traffic. It will not 
be long until we see a Nicaraguan 
canal. The United States has the 
right of way. The natural conditions 
are adaptable. It will make a bigger 
and better canal and will save from 
500 to 1000 miles in going round. The 
climatic conditions also are better. 
This can be used for oriental traffic 
while the present one will serve for 
South American trade."

Spanish Omelet—A Lenten Dish 
Take two tablespoons each of good 


oil and chopped onion, a clove or bean 
of garlic, chopped, two cups of canned 
or four fresh tomatoes, peeled and cut 
into small pieces, one teaspoon each of 
salt and papnke, a quarter pound of 
fresh mushrooms, eight olives, stoned 
and cut into strips, five eggs, five 
tablespoons water or milk and salt 
and pepper. 


Cook the pnion and girlie in the oil 


for five minutes, being careful not to 
brown. Add tomatoes, sugar, salt and 
paprika, and cook slowly for half an 
hour, or until quite thick. Wash, peel 
and cut into pieces the mushrooms and 
cook in a little butter"for five minutes. 
Add to the tomatoes, and at the same 
time add the olives. 


When the tomato mixture is ready 


make the omelet. 


Beat the eggs very slightly with a 


fork, add water or milk, salt and pep- 
per. Heat the frying or omelet pan, 
add oil, and pour into this the eggs. 
Move the pan frequently as the eggs 
set, and, with a knife, raise it fiom 
the bottom of the pan, allowing the 
uncooked part of the egg to touch the 
pan. In this way the egg does not 
become hard, but remains creamy. 
When only a very little egg remains 
in a liquid state loosen around the 
edges and 
fold over two or three 


times. 
Turn into a hot platter and 


pour the tomato around it. Garnish 
the top of the omelet with a few sprigs 
of parsley or watercress. 


Jennie: Here Is a good way of re- 


moving a tight finger ring that refuses 
to pass over a joint. 
Take some 


lengths of thread and run these back- 
ward and forward several times over 
a piece of soap. Select the finest 
needle that will take the thread and 
pass the needle between the finger 
and the ring. If the point is kept 
well upward it will not be likely to 
run into the finger.

However, it must be understood that 
the old -rule of hospitality prescribes 
that a hostess should put her guests 
at their ease, and hence many of our 
best and oldest families still adhere 
to the old American custom of intro- 
ducing their guests where occasion re- 
quires it. 


Even formal parties have this great 


attraction in London—a gentleman, 
seeing a lady alone, goes over and 
speaks to her altho they may have 
never met before, and he even takes 
her in to dinner without an introduc- 
tion. 
After dinner, all the women, 


tho they may have never met each 
other, chat like old' friends. ' 


On the continent gentlemen always 


ask to be introduced to the ladies, 
which is an excellent idea, particu- 
larity for the American- man and for 
those who, thru shyness or lack of 
nerve, cannot bring 
themselves 
to 


speak to a lady without an introduc- 
tion even when they meet under a 
friendly roof. 


For instance, the other evening I at- 


tended an after-theater party of twelve 
people. I had met all but one gen- 
tleman, who had come in late. For 
some reason the host and 
hostess 


forgot to present him to me, and he 
did not have sense enough to ask to 
be presented, with the result that all 
the rest of the evening we sat within 
a few feet of each other, and tho the 
conversation was general he never 
once addressed me. 


As for letters of Introduction, the 


English regard them as a sacred insti- 
tution and as entailing 
obligations 


which cannot be disregarded. In Eng- 
land such a letter always means an in- 
vitation to dinner, while in America 
it frequently does not receive the at- 
tention it "deserves. Naturally one 
should not send such a letter to a per- 
son whom one has not entertained, 
and sever to those from whom one 
has received hospitality without mak- 
ing any return. 
" 


Of course, there are many minor 


details of difference between the eti- 
quet of the countries, but If the Amer- 
ican is well brought up, he may feel 
comfortable in no matter what coun- 
try he finds himself; for good man- 
ners, tho varying slightly, still remain 
good manners, and one Is seldom ex- 
pected to know all the customs of the 
countries he visits.

No. 1—On a Flat Tin Roof- 


No man can go along the streets 


of any big city these days and look 
up at the roofs without wondering 
how on earth the residents in the 
houses expect their radio aerial to 
stay up in even a mild wind storm 
when the masts and supports are M 
weak and inefficient as most of them 
are. There are undoubtedly a great 
many problems presented by putting 
an aerial on the roof of a city house 
without damaging the roof, and this 
seems to be the part of the instaUa- 


Problems Of The Aerial. 


flat roof which Is covered with tin. 
This is assuming that you have, a 
chimney, and almost all houses have 
on one end a chimney which can DC 
used as an anchor for the aerial mast. 


Let me say in the first place that 


edges of the lengthwise pieces cross 
it. 


With this done the boards are laid 


upside down so that the lengthwise 
pieces and the whole tiling Is nailed 
together as shown in the illustration. 


This gives us a framework whlcn 


looks more or less like the old type 
of Curtis aeroplanes, in the days when 
they had a plane on the front of the 
machine as well as a tail on tho back. 


The mast is nailed to the board in 


the place shown and the guy wires 
are then run out to the four ends of 
this cross. 


In this way, the only part of the 


chimney that you use for support is

Only a few days ago a dealer In 


Philadelphia told me that he had man- 
aged to put in a bid and buy several 
thousand pounds of aerial wire at a 
great bargain. When I remarked that 
that was enough wire to last Phila- 
delphia for a long time he surprised 
me by saying that it was enough for 
between four and five thousand sepa- 
rate new aerials, but that ihe radio 
craze was spreading so fast that it 
would not last the city for a week. 


If new Installations are going on 


at the rate of between four and five 
thousand a week In one city only, 
what must be the total throughoui 
the whole country? 
It seems to me, therefore, that it 


would be well right at this time to 
show the beginner how It is possible 
to put up very firm and strong aerial 
installations without damaging a city 
or suburban roof. 
I am always surprised to see so 


many aerials being put up on sticks 
about two or three feet high. Every 
beginner should realize that hi spite 
of insulators, and all the care in insula- 
tion that can be maintained, when an 
aerial wire is within three or four 
feet of a house or a tree there is a 
certain amount of what we «all "ab- 
sorption" of energy—-that is to say, 
that the house or the tree will steal 
from the aerial wire a great deal .ft 
' the radio energy that Is received and 
j will make the signals in the recetv- 
I ing set very much weaker.""" This Will 
be done in spite of insulators. 


It is a safe basis to go on to as- 


sume that no aerial wire should be 
within ten feet at the very least of 
the nearest object, whether that ob- 
ject be a roof or a tree or a telegraph 
pole. 


Of course, it is no trick at all to 


make an aerial mast ten feet high. 
This can be done by taking two ordi- 
nary clothes props, -cutting them dif- 
ferent lengths and screwing them to- 
gether so that no two joints will come 
at the same place and the whole thing 


j will be almost a solid mast, composed 
of two thicknesses of the props. 


But the problem does become rather 


involved to the 
average 
amateur 


when he cpmes to put this mast Up on 
a tin roof without hurting the tin, or 
a peaked roof 
which is shingled,

The chimney will hold It perfectly 
firm and the four arms of the cross 
by means of the guy wires will hold 
the mast straight and strong.

BRAIN TESTS

propriation of money to pay for teaching deaf children 
In the public schools calls attention anew to why 
taxes are higher. It costs much more to teach these 
little ones, victims of a great affliction, than it does 
those who are in possession of all their senses. Because 
of that fact shall we allow them to go untaught? They 
are all exceptionally bright children, we are told, and 
they absorb learning with all the eager zest with which 
the sand drinks up the unaccustomed rain. Shall we 
deny to them the opportunity to become happy, useful 
citizens?

editors drop Isadora Duncan and her freak husband 
from, their columns. The modern idea of news seems 
to be something that is bizarre and which excites "our 
risibilities, something so unconventional that it en- 
chains our attention. Independent as we think we are 
individually, yet ,we all instinctively know and follow 
those rules that experience '.has taught us uncon- 
sciously, as a race, are best for us.

quite often, but when it comes to acting and the sense 
of responsibility falls upon us, we follow tfted ways not 
unknown'and unaccustomed paths.

little observed where to say that constitutes a mis- 
statement of fact. The best that a man can expect to 
be said him after he passes on is silence where he has 
left nothing to be said that is good. A writer in the 
Sioux City Journal the other day asked the question: 
"Has the time arrived, is it arriving, or will it ever ar-, 
rive when a newspaper or a clergyman may success- 
fully and without molestation handle obituary notices 
frankly,. truthfully and with ungloved hands? I dis- 
cussed this question with a friend newspaper man who 
thinks such a. state of the public mind is quite clearly 
manifesting itself. However, many still think that the 
thorns in death's floral emblems should not be in evi- 
dence. Others hold that a closed life which; had been 
void of worthy deeds should, at least, not b* flouted as 
exemplary. There is a decided tenaexicy among news- 
papers not to, call a silver tag a golden one, nor a pew- 
ter tag a silver one in demise chronicles." 


To those who still think that the tariff is an attrac- 


tive topic we bequeath these figures: In December, 
1921, we sold to Europe goods to the value of $155,000,- 
000 while for December 1922 the amout was about $187,- 
000,000, an increase of $32,000,000 or more than 20 per 
cenL The increase in sales to Europe was'greater than 
to other continents. If the analysis be * narrowed to 
those nations that are our debtors as a result of war 
loans, the same trend is shown. In December 1921, we 
•old'to Belgium goods to the value of $6,?74,000 while 
in December 1922 the amount was $8,940,000, an in- 
crease of "more than 40 per cent. Comparing these two 
months, our sales to France increased from $17,000,000 
in 1321 to $25,000,000 in 1922, or almost 50 per cent. Our 
sales to the United Kingdom increased from $69,000,000 
to |SO,000,000, or more than 15 ^r cent 


After a lot of debate the Nebraska house has killed 


tlisr bill asked for by a number of farmers which would 
b%ve reduced the charges made against those who send 
their children-to the town high schools. The matter
